All police 
heard from the special investigating com- 
mittee of council is now putting police- 
men on the stand and some interesting 
testimony was heard from them last 
night. Commissioner Jones concluded his 
statement last evening and was asked 
some very hard questions by the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

The only lively matter brought out in 
the testimony of last night came from 
Police Sergeant .Frank Whitley, who 
stated that about four years ago Police 
Commissioner had endeavored to 
get him (Whitley) to influence his broth- 
er, who was then on a jury. The suit be- 
tween Mr. Jones and W. H. Venable was 
then in progress. Whitley stated that 
Mr. Jones had used the following lan- 
guage to him: 

“Tel] him that if I can’t get a verdict I 
would like a mistrial.’ 

Sergeant Whitley said he felt that he 
was obliged to tell some one of the occur- 
rence and he, therefore, went to G. O. 
Williams and confided in him. He left 
the impression that he had done so im- 
mediately. 

Mr. Jones had previously denied the 
etory. 

When G. O. Williams was put on the 
stand he swore that it was not four years 
ago, that Whitley had come to him with 
the story, but that it was three years ago, 
while Mr. Jones was a candidate for re- 
election to the board of police commis- 
sioners and while Whitley was opposing 
his-reetection: 

Whitley Was Afraid. 

Another point of interest in the testi- 
mony of last night was the evident fear | 
of Sergeant Whitley that he would be 
discharged from the force as a result of 
his testimony. He declared the nolice 
election is only seventy-five days off and 


that the committee had placed his posi- 
tion. in jeopardy, as the commissioners 
will not want an excuse to relieve him 
from duty. 

From Chief Ball came the statement, 
while on the witnes stand, that he had 
never known a policeman to be discharg- 
ed who ought to have been retained on 
the force, and he had never known one 
to fall of reelection who ought to have 
been reelected. The chief also declared 
that he was not interfered wiin by any 
of the commissioners and that Captain 
English did not give him orders, although 
he frequently sought the advice of Cap- 
tain English regarding the business of 
the police department. 

Wanted Brother Prosecuted. 

Regarding the statements that had been 
made about the pool room, Chief Ball 
swore that when the story of the pool 
room raid was published Commissioner 
Jones had telephoned him that he was 
afraid Lorenzo Jones was in it, and that 
if he was he wanted Lorenzo Jones pros- 
ecuted. 

The committee held a brief executive 
session last night on motion of Alderman 
Longino, who wanted to suggest that the 
testimony regarding the Jones- Whitley 
affair be not- heard. Alderman Longino 
thought the occurrence was prior to the

“Gentlemen, I understand that certain 
person or persons have approached some 
members of the jury and made inquiry 
as to the matters which have been before 
this jury. If this is a fact, 1 want you 
to report it to the court, or if there have 
been any overtures or intimation to you,” 

James Riddell, who lives at Benson, 
arose and stated that on his return home 
last night a man of medium height with 
black hair, well dressed, was at — 

Mr. Riddell said: Oa 

“The man gave his name as McDowell 
and said his home was at Indianapolis, 
Taylor; that he 
knew I was a member of the jury which 
had the examination pf Henry E. Yout- 
sey; that since the Investigation of this 
case and the testimony of Youtsey, Tay- 
lor was much worried and had grown 
this and emaciated; that he (Mr. McDow- 
ell) knew who all the members of the 
jury were, had diagrams of their houses 
and knew where they lived. He said he 
wanted to talk privately with me and 
that he wanted information about the tes- 
timony of Youtsey; could get money for 
it and that he would divide with me. 

‘He called me outside of the house and 
stated that if there was enough evidence 
against Taylor to convict him (Taylor), 
he, with others, would kidnap Taylor and 
bring him here and divide tne reward 
with me. He then offered me some money 
which he had in his hand and I refused 
it; then- he shoved the money into my 
vest pocket and told me to buy a hat 
with it; that he saw there was no oppor- 
tunity to get tne information. He said 
he was stopping at the Capitol hotel and 
had driven out to my house.”’

Washington, January 16.—A number of 
wholesale dealers in coal who do busi- 
ness in i’hiladelphia and Baltimore and 
gel] the coal of indepedent operators tes- 
ified today before the senate committee 
on the iDstrict of Columbia in connection 
with, the committee's investigation 
the scarcity of coal in this city. 

A. Beaumont Whitney, of tae firm o: 
Whitney & Kemmerer, of Philadelphia, 
said that his firm is now paying $8 per 

for anthracite at the 
10 per cent commission, whereas before 
the strike the Hie said 
he did not blame any one for getting the 
best price could. It was impossible. 
he said, to get all tae coal desired, even 
at the. advanced price. None of the pro- 
ducers. except the Reading Company is 
producing aS much coal as formerly‘, he 
said. 

Charlies D. Norton, of Philadelphia, 
gaid that within the last two weeks he 
tad paid as higa as $8.50 per ton for an- 
thracite at the mines which would make

Charles L. Hall, of Baltimore, declined 
to name the mine owners from whoin 
he makes his purchases. He said he ‘aad 
sold considerable coal delivered in Wash- 
ington at from $9.50 to $10 per ton and 
that he always-had given his customers 
the benefit of reduced prices secured by 
himself. Mr. Hall expressed the opinion 
that the short coal supply ts due largely 
to tae railroads. 

J. H. Reed, of Baltimore, declined to 
tell the price at which he supplies bitu- 
minous coal to W. H. Zeh, a local dealer, 
in connection with his contract to fur- 
nish coal to the treasury building and 
the bureau of engraving and printing. 
Reed said the best he could do was to 
state that he had agreed to sell to Zea 
at the mines at less than $1.40 per ton 
with $1.60 for freight. added. He did not 
want to reveal his margin to competi- 
tors. Senator Stuart told the witness 
that the question pertained to givern- 
ment business and not to his (the witness 
private busines), but he still declined, 
whereupon tae senator exclaimed: ; 

“You fellows are too cunning for th 
people and you are all getting rich.” 

Mr. Read denied that this was true in 
his case. 

Navy Short of Coal. 

Shortage of coal is causing some con- 
cern in the navy. The various navy yards 
are appealing to the bureau of equipment 
for fuel. Arrangements were made to- 
day for the shipment of coal from the 
depot at New London, Conn., to the New 
York navy yard, where the fuel supply 
is practically exhausted. Through the 
foresight of Rear Admiral Bradford the 
coal famine thus far has not affected the 
navy, iron-clad contracts having been 
closed before the strike for the delivery 
of coal to the navy at normal prices. 
Unless relief comes soon, however, the 
contractors may be unable.to supply the 
increased demand that is existing 
throughout naval stations of the country. 

The treasury department today received 
an official certified copy of the act ap- 
proved yesterday placing coal on the free 
list. Upon its receipt the department 
telegraphed the necessary instructions to 
collectors of customs throughout’ the 
country, directing them to put the act 
into immediate effect. The telegram read 
as follows: 

“Admit all coal imported on or after 
the 15th ‘instant free of duty, under the 
act of 15th instant. Copy by mail.’ 

The house committee on merchant ma- 
rine and fisheries today directed that a 
Subcommittee of five be appointed to be- 
gin the investigation into the subject of 
coal transportation, which the house has 
authorized the committee to make. It is 
Probable that this subcommittee will first 
So to Boston. ‘The list of witnesses has 
not yet been prepared. 

Probing the Coal Trust. 

Chicago, January 16—The grand jury 
investigation into the cause of the fuel 


, Shortage proceeded today, notwithstand- 


ing the agreement on the part of the 
ilinois Manufacturers’ Association to 
arbitrate its differences with the coal 
men and coal dealers. Witnesses from 
4 number of suburbs appeared before the 
inquisitors. These were for the most part 
Small retailers, and told of the trouble 
experienced by those who have to de- 
Pend upon the output of mines not under 
contract, or upon “free coal.’’ 

The free coal mined in Illinois being 
30 or 40 per cent of the entire output, and 
it being admitted by operators that con- 
tracts were made at such low prices that 
little profit was made on them, it was 
declared the burden of profit-making 
falls heavily on dealers who are com- 
Pelled to handle the free coal. 

One of the first witnesses to appear 
Was J. M. Glenn, secretary of the Illi- 
nols Manufacturers’ Association, who 
failed to respond to a telephone sum- 
mons yesterday, and who was brought 
in on a forthwith subpoenae.

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CRUM PLEASED 
WITH SITUATION

Newly Appointed Collector 
Talks of His 
Record. 


Caarleston, S. C., January 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—To a representative of The Consti- 
tution, Dr. W.° D. Crum, the colored 
physician, whose appointment by- Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the position of collec- 
tor of customs in Charleston has created 
such bitter feeling throughout the south, 
talked today about the situation. 

He declared it was a foregone conciu- 
sion that he would get tae office. He was 
disposed to deal Jightly with the state- 
ment that Senator Tillman was prepared 
lo fight his confirmation. 

“it is a matter of personal satisfac- 
tion,” he said, “to know that in all the 
excitement and opposition not one fact 
has been brought out to the detriment of 
my private character, I ‘aave lived among 
the people of Charleston and my record 
is before them. 

“In the general acceptation of the term 
J am a negro. I respect the opinion of 
the whit? race on the matter of social 
equality, and know that the races can 
never mingle, in the south or anywhere 
else. I am not dependent on tais federal 
office for my sustenance and support, but 
my prime object in seeking it is to make 
known to the world the fact that colored 
people are capable of fullfilling obliga- 
tions of trust and honor. I believe it is 
necessary for the negro race to upbuild 
itself, and when a negro shows fitness 
for public office his ability ought to be 
recognized, I never expected anything 
else but that the newspapers of the south 
would oppose me, thougn 1 will admit 1 
Was somewhat surprised at the attitude 
of eastern journals. 

“Should the senate refuse to confirm 
my appointment that will, of course, end 
it, but I hardly expect it will be done. 1] 
know that Senator Tillman has notified 
the citizens of Charleston that it will be 
necessary for them to get something sub- 
stantial with waich to fight my appoint- 
ment, but what can they /g™t?  Certain- 
ly there is nothing to he said against 
my character or reputation, and you may 
say tor me that I am confident I will be 
confirmed.’’ 

Dr. Crum will go to Washington next 
week to look after his interests when the 
conference {s held. He has been advised 
that the caances are all in his favor. and 
he is not worried about results. 

Two brothers of Dr. Crum, who are 
employed at the Charleston hotel, are 
much older than the politician, and it 
was on the fruits of their labor taat “Dr. 
Crum was educated and fitted for the 
medical profession. Speaking with this 
correspondent today, John Crum, the ei- 
der brother, took exception to the news- 
paper reports In which Dr. Crum was 
classed as a negro. 

The Crum family came to Charleston 
from Orangeburg county. John Crum 
said today that ne had persistently urged 
his brother to retire from politics, and 
the family has endeavored to persuade 
him to withdraw from the collectorship 
fight, but he has steadfastly refused. Dr. 
Crum has a good practice among the ne- 
groes, and while ‘ne serves a poor race 
his yearly earnings are perhaps greater 
than the $900 he will draw as collector of 
port.

OVER $200,000 
FOR COMMISSION 


Senator Morgan Shows Im- 
mense Sums Paid to 
Canal Experts. 


Washington, January 16.—The _ secre- 
tary of state has supplied Senator Mor- 
gan, chairman of the senate committee 
on interoceanic canals, a statement of 
the expenditures made on account of the 
isthmian canal commission. It shows 
that each member of the committee has 
been allowed compensation at the rate of 
$1.00 a month, with traveling and Iincil- 
dental expenses added. These salaries 
were fixed in 1899, when the commission 
was created at the suggestion of the 
president. 

In the cases of Colonel Peter C. Haines 
and Lieutenant Colonel O. H. Ernst, of 
the army, the allowance was equal to the 
difference between their regular salaries 
and $1,000. Under this arrangement the 
aggregate amount paid to the nine com- 
missioners as salaries up to February 
92 1909. amounted to $225,289. The travel- 
ing expenses of the commissioners at 
that time had averaged about $1,800 each. 


SUES FOR TURQUOISE MINES. 


Thousands of Acres Are Involved in 
Lena Case. 

Washington, January, 16.—The last case 
on the docket of the United States su- 
preme court affecting a land grant tried 
by the court of private land claims was 
under argument in that court today. The 
case is that of Mariano Sena v. the 
t"nited States, and it involves 18,000 acres 
of land in Santa Fe county, New Mexico, 
on which is located the famous turquoise 
mines of that territory. Special Attorney 
Matthew G. Reynolds, who has had 
charge of the government's interests since 
the creation of the court in 1891, says 
that cases affecting 243 grants and in- 
volving 34,000,000 acres of iand have been 
tried and that all of this area except 
about two million acres has been saved 
to the government.

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HERE is a general feeling of satis- 
T faction in military circles over the 

passage by the United States sen- 
ate of the Dick militia bill. The Geor- 
gfa military officers believe it will result 
in great good to the militia of the sev- 
eral states, and put it on a Wetter estab- 
lished basis than it has before 
known. 

“The principal good,’ said Inspector- 
General W. G. Obear, speaking of the 
measure, “is that it puts the state militia 
On a regularly established basis, mak- 
ing it the first reserve to the regular 
army of the United States. This 
tend to raise the standard of the state 
troops, especially of the officers. 

“The bill also provides for an exchange 
of the present arms by the militia for 
the new magazine rifle free of cost. It 
will require about a year, perhaps, to 
supply all the militia with the new rifle, 
but it will be done, no doubt, just as 
s00n as possible. 

“Under this measure the state militia 
will be compelled to have annual en- 
campments of at least five days, and 
each command must* have at least 
twenty-four drills a year. It is provided 
that the state troops can go into camp 
with the regulars, the government pay- 
ing the expenses. 1] would not. be sur- 
prised if arrangements are made for a 
big encampment of the Georgia trogps 
and others with the regulars at Chicka- 
mauga some time next fall.” 

Colonel Obear feels satisfied that the 
troops will greatly profit by this measure.

FEDERAL SCHOOL 
MAY COME HERE 


Atlanta Has Excellent Chance 
of Securing Proposed 
Federal Reformatory. 


It is very probable that an effort will 
be made to secure for Atlanta the fed- 
eral reformatory, which inatitution is be- 
ing urged for the south by Congressman 
Brownlow, of the first Tennessee <dis- 
trict. 

Congressman Brownlow has introduced 
a bill in congress providine for the es- 
tablishment of a federal reform sch®ol 
at some point in the south. The bill is 
now pending in the house and if it 
passes both branches of congress, the 
chances of Atlanta securing the institu- 
tion for several reasons are considered 
good; in fact, better than any other of 
the southern cities. The location of the 
site would be selected by the attorney 
general after the bill becomes a law. 

It is believed that the institution would 
come to Atlanta, owing to the fact that 
the government already owns a large 
area of ground here, purchased in con- 
junction with the site for the Inited 
State® penitentiary. This land is admira- 
bly situated for a reform school. It is 
easily accessible to the city and still ata 
sufficient distance to remove the youth- 
ful inmates from contact with city life. 

United States District Attorney JK. A. 
Angier yesterday received a letter from 
Congressman Brownlow requesting gen- 
eral information to be presented to con- 
gress.

“I do not know whether the prisoner 
is a relative of the emperor or not, but I 
do know, gentlemen of the jury, that if 
it were Emperor William himself sit- 
ting before you, instead of this man, I 
would plead for his conviction in the 
light of the facts as we have them. ° 

Judge Anderson said he did not know 
nor- care whether he was kin to the em- 
peror of Germany.

Creatore and his band scored a distinct 
triumoh at the Grand opera house laat 
night. Seldom before has a musical or- 
ganization received such applause and so 
many encores. 

Music lovers throughout the United 
States had been attracted by the accounts 
of Creatore’s unique methods of leader- 
ship and had read of the successes he 
made in the east. They had seen car- 
toons of his grotesque poses and read 
descriptions of the unconventional man- 
ner in which he pleaal with his musivians 
to put their souls into their music. 

When Creatore walked into the center 
of the stage last night and assumed the 
leadership of his band those present were 
prepared to laugh, and they did laugh, 
Creatore was not good to look at, thoug' 
he has a strong, sad face. His gesticu 
lations appeared absurd and ridiculous 
He ran from one side of the stage to the 
other; put his hands almost in the faces 
of his players; shook his fists at them; 
urged them, and apparently pleaded with 
them. The response that he received was 
music that beggars description. The 
band of sixty artists—anid every one of 
them must be an artist to produce mich 
music—sat with stoical faces and newer 
seemed to be aware of the presence vf 
their leader. 

After the second number, the ‘‘William 
Tell” overture, the audience ceased to 
laugh and began to wonder. It seemei 
hardly possible that Creatore Was regspon- 
sible for the music. Doubtless, any 
felt certain that his strenuous 
and vehement gymnastic motions 
annoyed the players. He ad no score, 
but every climax seemed tu. move in ac- 
cordance with the motions of his hands. 
his arms, his head and his body. His 
black, bushy hair flew about his face in 
disarray as he darted hither and thither, 
and, apparently under the spell of his en- 
thusiasm, the stoical Italians played-- 
such music! 

Creatore is courageous. He played clas- 
sics and followed them with ragtime. 
He followed ragtime with Chopin's fu- 
neral march. It is when the sad. sym- 
phonic notes of the funeral march fill 
the theater that one forgets Creatore. He 
is there and uses his most strenuous ef- 
forts, but uné@er the spel] of the music 
one thinks not of the leader nor of the 
musicians, but of the master mind that 
created the piece. 

The programme last night included 
“The Royal Purple March,” Creatore, 
“Willlam Tell Overture,’’ Rossini; “Trae 
umerei,”’ Scnumann; sextette, ‘‘Lucia.”’ 
Donizetta;: organ offertorio, Batiste; “La 
Paloma,’’ Yardier: overture, ‘““‘Tanhauser,” 
Wagner. The Chopin plece was sunpstl- 
tuted for the solo by Mme. Barill, whe 
was suffering from hoarseness. 

Atlanta musie lovers have often. com- 
plained of the lack of good attractions, 
vet the theater was by no means filled 
last night. Those who wore absent miss 
ed a treat, those who were present were 
enthusiastic. 

It is possible that one may not like 
Creatore’s methods. It may be thought 


, that he poses; that his gesticulations are 


for effect and for the purnose of creating 
comment and arousing public curtosity. 
Of this each person who sees him must 
Be this as it may. the 
fact remains that the band produces m1 
sic of a quality that ie rarely heard from 
a band. ‘The ‘musicians divide honors 
with Creatore.

Advantage of Them. 
Brunswick, Ga., January 16.—(Spe- 
ial)—The Brunswick insurance agents 
and the city council are in a dispute at 
presént and the case will probably end in 
the courts. 

lt seems that City Treasurer George 
Smith, who is also in the insurance bus- 
iness, conducts the two businesses in the 
some office at the city hall, and the 
other insurance agents of the city filed 
« protest with council at its meeting 
Monday night. In the petition the agents 
cited the facts that the city treasurer 
had no right to conduct an insurance bus- 
iness in the city hall; that he had no 
office rent to pay, his electric light, tele- 
phone and other bills were paid by the 
city, and also that he had an advantage 
over the other agents, inasmuch as he 
“talked insurance to the citizens who 
went to the city hall to transact city 
business.”’ 

Council turned down the petition flatly, 
and one of the aldermen introduced a 
resolution giving the treasurer permission 
to use, the office in the city hall for nis 
insurance business. 

The other agents are not at alj satisfied 
With the action of council and today they 
announced that they would not pay any 
license for the present year if Treasurer 
Smith continued to conduct an insurance 
business in the treasurer's ouice at the 
city hall.

The item of new books and replacing 
worn-out ones presents many difficulties, a4 
it is almost impossible to get enough money 
to buy all the books a growing library needs 
Fortunately for the city, cour citizens have 
already shown a disposition to give books, 
and we can always count on entertainments 
to help out this fund. We, therefore, have put 
i this item at $2,000, which includes $500 
for rebinding worm-out volumes. | 

In reviewing the statistics of tne work 
the last ten months we cannot help but be 
gratified with the resuit. With a $200,000 
library plant, with 11,510 patrons, with only 
22.705 volumes, of which only about 
circulate, and with $6,000 income, 
managed to circulate 116,234 volumes, besides 
doing reference work for 20,000 people. 
ether words, ‘each circulating volume im 
library has been used ten t:mes, or about once 
u month. In the face of these figures it does 
seem that the city can afford to support the 
library. If the undertaking had been a fail- 
ure, if we had failed to get the people to 
use the library, then there might be some 
room for criticism; but, as we have said be- 
fore. we have far exceeded, we have nearly 
doubled our original estimate. If we had sup 
plied only 6,000 persons with books on an 
appropriation- of $6.000 a year, surely $la 
head is not too much to expend for library 
rurposes. Now that we nave 11.510 reopl»s 
using the library it is only right that we 
should have the proportionate appropriation. 

Our expenses for the last year reach a total 
of $6.646.06. We received from the chy of 
Atiar.ta $6.000. We have made by entertain- 
ments $675.54. Our total income was $6,- 
67° 53.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 16.—Backing and 
filling was the favorite term to express 
the condition of today’s stock market, 
which reflected the same state of bewii- 
derment that has been evident in the 
speculative mind for ‘several days past. 
The dealings fell away furtner and the 
trading was quite apathetic. The few 
stocks which developed a show of 
strength had very little sympathetic et- 
fect upon the list in general, and their 
own gains were but poorly held. . The 
most prominent of these was Missouri 
Pacific, whicn seemed to be affected by 
prevailing gosip that the great Missouri 
project was to be anrfounced at an eariy 
day. Reading was advanced, and South- 
ern railway, Atchison, Sugar and a few 
less conscious stocks had their periods 6f 
strength. Although the earlier events of 
the week were considered to demonstrate 
that there was no immediate prospect of 
attracting public interest to the market, 
the professionals show themselves ex- 
ceedingly wary of venturing to go short 
of the market. Covering of some of the 
short lines put out early in the week was 
en effective factor in holding prices tirm 
in today’s exceedingly dull market. The 
mystery attaching to Erie served to in- 
timidate- the bears. The enormous vol- 
ume of dealings in this stock at the high- 
er levels was believed ‘to point to manipu- 
lation and realizing. But its firmness 
since and the continued rumors regard- 
ing it point to some development going 
on. Tae apparent policy to parcel out 
the anthracite coal properties among tne 
great trunk line powers, as in the case 
of Reading, would point to some plan 
regarding Erie.
